On November 10, 2021, the Postal Service filed notice of its intent to conduct a 

market test of an experimental product called USPS Connect Local Mail.1  On 

November 16, 2021, the Commission established the deadline for public comment on 

the Notice as December 7, 2021.2  On November 24, 2021, the Public Representative 

filed a motion for the Commission to issue an information request to obtain information 

for evaluating the market test.3

On December 7, 2021, the Public Representative filed a motion seeking to 

extend the deadline “to three business days after the filing of complete responses to 

CHIR No. 1.”5  She asserts that “full and complete responses to CHIR No. 1 are 

essential to the evaluation of the Notice” and that extending the comment deadline “will 

not significantly delay the proceeding nor adversely affect any participant.”  Motion at 1-

2. 

The Motion is granted.  The Commission finds that the extension will provide 

interested parties the opportunity to consider the responses to CHIR No. 1 in their 

comments.  The Commission extends the deadline to three business days after the 

Postal Service files complete responses to CHIR No. 1. 

It is ordered: 

1. The Motion of the Public Representative to Extend Comment Deadline, filed 

December 7, 2021, is granted. 

2. The Commission extends the comment deadline to three business days after the 

Postal Service files complete responses to Chairman’s Information Request 

No. 1.
